Two potential “ Bill” Tildens, 
hampered by the lack of neces­ 
sary equipments, are not to be 
inhibited from their daily work­ 
out on the “tennis court” in the 
rear of their home on Carlisle 
street, next to the railroad. 
Lacking the necessary ground 
for a regulation court and unable 
to 
procure,

ra ck ets, net or balls, the urchins 
have rigged up a miniature court 
in their own backyard 
out of

The “court” is all of ten feet 
long by about half that distance 
in width. 
The “net” 
was se­ 
cured through the simple expe­ 
dient of ripping an old gunny 
sack in half and tying it to two 
posts, about eighteen inches or 
tw’o feet in height. 
The “ball” 
was procured at a five and ten

FIRE DESTROYS 
SMALL BUILDING 


Summer 
Kitchen 
Burned 
to 
Ground At Square Corner*; 
Bonneauville Firemen Out. 


A summer kichen, together with all 
its contents, was destroyed by fire at 
the home of Mrs. A. 
L. 
Wagaman, 
Square Corners, this morning, with 
an estimatc*d loss of $1,500. 
The Bonneauville fire company, re­ 
sponding to its second alarm since it 
purchased its chemical truck, was call­ 
ed to the scene of the fire and saved 
the Wagaman home and barn. 
The loss is said to be covered by in­ 
surance. 
Mrs. Wagaman, a widow, who con­ 
ducts a store at Square Corners, had 
started a fire in the summer kitchen 
this morning preparatory to heating 
water with which to w'ash clothes. 
She was called into the store 
by 
a customer and was away from the 
outbuilding about five minutes. When 
tho blaze was discovered, about 8:30 
o’clock, the summer kitchen was in 
flames, and could not be saved. 
The outbuilding, a frame structure, 
stood about 
throe 
feet 
from

house, in which the store is located. 
The bam, another frame structure, 
was about 25 feet from the summer 
kitchen. 
Only the timely arrival of 
the Bonneauville fire company saved 
the house and barn. 


Ver-Sur-Mev, France. July I.— 
(AP)—fHil of gasoline and grop­ 
ing blindly through fog and rain 
to find a safe haven, the trans­ 
atlantic plane, America, descended 
safely into the sea 
early 
this 
morning near this town on the 
coast of Normandy. 
Successful in their valiant ef­ 
forts to span the Atlantic 
the 
Americans headed by Commander 
Richard E. Byrd made their way 
through 
the 
sea 200 yard** to 
shore with the aid of a pneumatic 
craft which they had been able to 
inflate just before 
their 
plane 
struck the water. 
Drop Into Sea 
Tired by their long air voyage 
that had carried them across the 
Atlantic and in a vain cruise in 
the fog and rain upon France to 
find the flying field at Ie llourget, 
the American fliers went to bed 
almost as soon as they had ihade 
their way to shore with the help 
of fishermen and the keeper of 
the lighthouse here. 
It was 2:20 a. rn.. French time. 
that the American fliers seeking 
land and safety dropped Into the 
sea. 
They were quickly into the 
water up to their elbow*. 
Manning 
(heir 
robber 
raft 
which was part of the equipment 
of the plane they made several 
trip* to shore, saved all the most 
important equipment of their ship 
and then went to sleep at the 
home of their French hosts, who 
took them in with gracious hos­ 
pitality. 
Top Of Plane Shows 
Only the ti p edge of the plane's 
wing was above the surface of the 
sea. hut the fliers their minds once 
more made easy after their long 
battle with fog and rain 
slept 
peacefully 
until 
called 
at 
3 
o'clock this afternoon. 
Cl mm arider Byrd who had add­ 
ed to his laurels of being the 
first man to fly across the North 
Pole was very tired, but was not 
t<*o tired to write up his log of 
the flight. 
He chatted with his h osts and 
drank a glass of milk before re­ 
tiring in the home 
of 
Joseph 
Crcirflier, deputy mayor of Ver­ 
s u s mer. 
Had Had Weather 
Commander Byrd said that the 
America 
had 
encountered 
bad 
weather all of the way from the 
I nited States and that fog had 
kept them from finding the air 
lane to Paris and had forced them 
to grope blindly in the air until 
they had no choice hut to make 
a descent as hest they could when 
their gasoline ran out. 
Commander 
llyrd. 
explaining 
the wandering of the America in 
the Dig over Frame 
for 
many 


hours, and his final landing in th* 
sea, said His compass had gone 
wrong shortly after the America 
had reached the coast of France 
in the vicinity of Brent. 
TTien 
the thick fog held the plane and 
they did not know where they 
were. 
Fuel Used Up 
He said that they might have 
been near Paris at one time, hat 
that they were not sure. 
When 
their gas and oil were nearly run 
out Commander Byrd 
said 
the 
America was headed in the direc­ 
tion where the sea was thought to 
lie in the hope that a safer land­ 
ing could be made there than on 
unseen terrain. 
The 
commander 
said 
the 
America was driven 
until 
the 
fuel was virtually used up. 
He 
sent down a flare and then follow­ 
ed with the plane. 
Commander Byrd said that the 
plane struck shallow water ani 
tho landing gear was torn off. 
The plane quickly submerged to 
the wings where the fliers ching 
some time until they succeeded in 
launching their rubber 
lifeboat. 
As soon as this was done they 
took their personal effects, instru­ 
ments and a sack of mail ashore 
where they waited two hours in 
the rain before they were discov­ 
er^ by the villagers and taken 
into their homes. 
Ship Breaking Up 
Commander 
Byrd 
estimated 
that he flew 4.290 miles from the 
time of leaving Roosevelt 
field 
until his landing. 
The commander expressed the 
hope that he would he able to 
save 
his ship, 
but aviators who 
have seen the plane 
today ex­ 
pressed the 
opinion 
that the 
hopes of salvage are slight aa 
the plane was breaking up in the 
sea. 
Commander Byrd said he would 
like to fly to Paris from Ver-Sur- 
Mer, but that he had no idea of 
returning to New, even if tho 
plane was in condition to make 
the journey.

Species of Obnoxious 
Plant 
Is 
Found N ear M ercersburg; 
Came From Europe. 


Pennsylvania faces the remote pos­ 
sibility of some day having 
a 
new 
noxious 
weed 
to 
;ontend with in 
the opinion of state authorities. 
It is 
the Faicaria Riving a plant so rare on 
the American continent* that it has 
no common 
name. It is one of the 
botanical 
immigrants from Central 
Europe. 
The wets! was fouid on a farm near 
Mercersburg and is closely related to 
the wild carrot 
family 
although it 
does not have the lace-like leaf of the 
common wild carrom 
It 
was 
im­ 
ported in some gras* seed and, accord­ 
ing to Dr. L. M. Grips, state botanist, 
has all the earmarks of a pernicious 
plant. 
The botanist saic that the owner 
of the farm is doh# his utmost to 
control the weed, wiich is done 
by 
cutting the tops before they go to 
seed. 
He said that in endeavoring to 
get a complete specimen he had to 
use a po t hole digger and that even 
then the root 
broke off although 36 
inches of the underground growth was 
salvaged. 
Dr. (Jfess when first called to ex­ 
amine the strange weed, which has 
been confined to *mall area, recog­ 
nized it as a men*ber of the carrot 
family. 
However, a search through 
tomes on American flora 
failed 
to 
mention the plant, let alone give any 
informiition about it. Correspondence 
with botanists of other states brought 
no inf« runt Ion and the plant finally 
was recognized and catalogued after 
it was discovered 
that a 
specimen 
from Central Europe 
was 
in 
the 
Carnegie museum. 
Since 
then Dr. 
Cress has supplied several well known 
herbariums with specimens. 
In discussing the possibilities of the 
plant becoming noxious in this coun­ 
try, the botanist said that as long as 
it was kept under control there was no 
danger.
